PROCEEDINGS OF 
THE CITY BOARD 
JJRUSTEES 

The board bf city trustees met in 
regular adjourned session in the city 
hall last Tuesday evening. 

A communication was received from 
E. Lombardi asking that the local liq¬ 
uor dealers be notified to cease fur¬ 
nishing his father, Raffaelli Lombar¬ 
di, with liquor. 

Clerk Smith was directed to inform 
Mr. Lombardi that he must make the 
request direct to the dealers himself. 

W. H. Coffinberry appeared before 
the board and asked that permission 
be granted the South San Francisco 
Land and Improvement Company to 
improve the intersection of Linden and 
Armour avenues with an asphaltum 
pavement with a concrete base the full 
width of the street. He stated that 
the company intended having a first 
class pavement constructed from Ar¬ 
mour avenue, at Linden, to a point 
on San Bruno road at Peck’s Lots, in 
the near future. 

A resolution ordering work on Mil¬ 
ler avenue, between Spruce and Mag¬ 
nolia avenues, as well as one for Ba¬ 
den avenue, between Maple and Spruce 
was adopted. 

Plans and specifications for a new 
storm sewer on Magnolia avenue, be¬ 
tween Railroad and Miller avenues, 
submitted by City Engineer Kneese, 
were adopted. 

Resolution of Intention, No. 16, to do 
the work, was also adopted. 

The same action was taken for con¬ 
structing a storm sewer on Miller 
and Orange avenues, and Resolution 
of Intention, No. 17, to do the work 
was adopted. 

Claims against the city were allow¬ 
ed and ordered paid. 

The next regular meeting of the 
board will take place on Monday eve¬ 
ning, October 5th. 
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The Pacific Coast Steel Company | 
has been operating in full capacity, 
with prospects for the future ex¬ 
tremely bright. The present time the 
open hearth department is operating 
No. 2 and No. 3 furnaces, No. 1 being 
down for repairs, but owing to the 
need of steel this will be rushed. 

The rolling mill department has 
just completed one of its large orders 
of 2200 tons for the “Yolo Basin,” and 
is now running full blast on Los An¬ 
geles orders. This department has in¬ 
creased its tonnage about 65 per cent 
and is now in a position to take large 
orders and compete with all com¬ 
petitors, thereby assuring steady em¬ 
ployment for a large number of men, 
who are among the best paid skilled 
labor in the United States. From all 
reports, the Pacific Coast Steel Com¬ 
pany is going to enlarge its plant by 
adding two more trains of rolls and 
four or five more furnaces, including 
several large motors, hot beds, cranes 
and shipping facilities, so as to be in 
a position to operate this plant day 
and night. This will mean quit an 
additional force, which will materially 
benefit this industrial city of South 
San Francisco.

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TO SHOW HOW 
CALIFORNIA WILL 
FEEDIHE WORLD 

To show how peaceful California 
stands ready to feed the world, a 
“Fruit and Flower Mart” is to be held 
at the University of California on Fri¬ 
day and Saturday, October 16th and 
17th, by the students of the College of 
Agriculture. Since the agricultural 
building is too small for the need, the 
display will be held out of doors. 

The rich profusion of California’s 
products will be displayed on alternate 
tiers of the great open-air Greek Thea¬ 
tre. Every county’s fruit will be ex- 
hibted separately. Carloads of forest 
trees and quantities of flowers will be 
arranged as decorations by the stu¬ 
dents in forestry, floriculture, and 
landscape gardening. 

Each and every member of thirty 
different boys’ agricultural clubs, from 
all over California, will come to the 
Fruit and Flower Mart, on its second 
day, Saturday, October 17th, as part 
of a trip to the University Farm at 
Davis. That afternoon the growing- 
contest prize-winners from most of 
these clubs are to start for a four- 
weeks’ trip to Washington. 

Practically all the fifty boys’ agri¬ 
cultural clubs of California are to send 
fruit and flowers to the Fruit and 
Flower Mart. Others who are to exhi¬ 
bit choice examples of what their land 
can grow are agricultural, commercial, 
and co-operative organizations, alum¬ 
ni, friends, and nterested growers 
throughout the whole state. Fruit ex¬ 
hibits may be shipped any time now, 
to the National Ice and Cold Storage 
Company in Oakland, for storage till 
October 16th. 

It is immemorial custom, the stud¬ 
ents say, to celebrate the harvest fes¬ 
tival, and just as the ancient Greeks 
danced on the threshing floor, and the 
country dwellers of the middle ages on 
the village green, so the throngs at 
the Fruit and Flower Mart are to 
dance in the level spaces of the Greek 
Theatre, out-of-doors among the trees, 
to the music of orchestra and band. 

The fruits and flowers exhibited will 
all be sold to aid the work of the boys’ 
agricultural clubs throughout Califor¬ 
nia. 

The agricultural students at Ber¬ 
keley planned this Fruit and Flower 
Mart as one means of bringing about 
unity among themselves, as five hun¬ 
dred farmers of to-morrow. “We rea¬ 
lize,” the Agricultural Students’ Club 
declares, “the great need of co-oper¬ 
ative effort in agriculture, and the 
greater results which can be accom¬ 
plished by unified effort of the farmers 
of the state.” 

So they are beginning by co-operat¬ 
ing with each other, and by helping 
the fifty boys’ agricultural clubs, 
whose crop-growing contests this year 
have been a great success.

A TRAIN HOLDUP. 

When I was a boy I lived beside a 
railroad. There was a bridge across 
the river near where I lived, and I 
spent a great deal of my time on this 
bridge holding a fishpole over the 
water. I perched myself on an abut¬ 
ment where I would not be interfered 
with by trains, and when any of the 
engineers I knew came along I would 
wave my hand to him, getting a nod 
in reply. 

There was a time, when I was six¬ 
teen years old, that a train went over 
the bridge carrying an express car. 
The engineer was Josh McCurdy, the 
best friend I had among the brother¬ 
hood. When I was a little kid play¬ 
ing about among the switches where 
the men were making up trains he had 
jumped from his cab and yanked me 
out of the way of a car that was being 
backed right on to me. As I grew 
older I appreciated what he had done 
for me and loved him accordingly. 
And he loved me the more because he 
had done it. 

In July and August I was usually 
fishing on the bridge nearly all day. 
One morning when Josh McCurdy’s 
train was coming I heard a shot and 
saw his train slowing up. But it did¬ 
n’t come to a full stop till the engine 
and forward cars had got on to the 
bridge. I saw the heads of passen¬ 
gers thrust out of the windows of the 
coaches and other evidences of excite¬ 
ment which convinced me that some¬ 
thing serious had happened. 

The shot I had heard, together with 
the fact that I knew the train always 
carried an express car, suggested to 
me that the train had been held up by 
robbers. Boylike, I was curious to 
see what was going on, besides being 
solicitioous about my friend the engi¬ 
neer. So, instead of keeping out of 
the way, I went as fast as I could go 
over ties and stringers toward the 
train. I was not likely to be notic¬ 
ed, coming from the bridge, but, feel¬ 
ing sure that my inference that rob¬ 
bers were at work was correct, as I 
neared the hissing engine, I dropped 
down on to some supports below and 
made my way along them.

I made my way with a boy’s agility to 
the cab of the locomotive and, Climb¬ 
ing the steps, I found myself in it, 
alone. Opening the valve. I let on 
steam, slowly at first, but rapidly in¬ 
creasing the power till I was well un¬ 
der way.

SLOGAN CONTEST POSTPONED 

At the special request of many con¬ 
testants, whose friends are anxious to 
submit answers for the $10 prize offer¬ 
ed by the San Mateo County Develop¬ 
ment Association for the best name 
descriptive of San Mateo county, the 
contest manager to-day announces 
that the date of closing the contest 
has been extended to Thursday, Octo¬ 
ber 15th.

NEW MOTOR CAR LAWS 

ARE TO BE ENFORCED 


Chief of Police A. A. McComb of San 
Mateo gives warning that the new 
state laws applicable to the operation 
of all motor vehicles are to be rigidly 
enforced. This applies particularly to 
the needless noises the puffing and 
snorting of mufflers and other devices, 
the waste of oil on the pavements, 
escape of gases and smoke, etc., all 
of which are punishable misde¬ 
meanors. 

Chief McComb has called the at¬ 
tention of the owners and drivers of 
motor vehicles to the following sec¬ 
tion of the state law: 

“Every motor vehicle must have de¬ 
vices in good working order which 
shall be at all times in constant op¬ 
eration to prevent excessive or un¬ 
usual noise, annoying smoke and the 
escape of gas, steam or oil, as well as 
the falling out of residue from fuel, 
and all exhaust pipes carrying ex¬ 
haust gases from the engine shall be 
directed parallel to the ground or 
slightly upward. Devices known as 
‘muffler cutouts’ shall not be used 
within the limits of any incorporated 
city and county or city within the 
state.”

MAN SHOT BY CONSTABLE 

EXPECTED TO RECOVER 


When Peter McGrath, a longshore¬ 
man, resisted arrest by Constable 
James Parker last Saturday afternoon 
in Daly City, a struggle ensued and 
Parker’s revolver was accidentally 
discharged, the bullet penetrating 
McGrath’s groin and passing through 
the bladder. The wounded man was 
rushed to Mary’s Help Hospital on 
Guerrero street in San Francisco, 
where he underwent an operation 
which promises to save his life. 

According to Parker, he received a 
call to arrest McGrath, who was cre¬ 
ating a disturbance in a saloon. He 
escorted McGrath out of the saloon 
and started to take him down Hill- 
crest Drive in the direction of the 
jail. Suddenly McGrath commenced 
to fight. 

As McGrath is a larger man of great 
physical strength, Parker says he 
pulled out his revolver, intending to 
subdue the prisoner by hitting him on 
the head. 

McGrath made a grab for the gun 
and in the tussle which ensued the 
weapon was discharged. 

Although in a serious condition it 
is expected that McGrath will recover. 


SHABBY TREATMENT. 


Last Tuesday Peter Guntern, an 
employe at the Sneath farm, was run 
over by an automobile at the corner 
of Mission and Twenty-ninth streets, 
San Francisco, and badly injured 
about his legs.

BAD FOREST FIRE 

SEASON CONTINUES. 


Because there have been no spec¬ 
tacular fires such as occurred last 
year on Mount Tamalpais and in the 
Santa Cruz mountains, the impression 
prevails in California that the season 
of 1914 has been a mild one in the 
matter of forest fires. District For¬ 
ester Coer Du Bois, at San Francisco, 
states that this is not the case and 
that the season of 1914, which is not 
yet over, has been one of marked se¬ 
verity. On the national forests in 
California 1049 fires have occurred, 
and they are still being reported at 
the rate of about fifty a week. Most 
of these fires would have caused seri¬ 
ous damage if they had not been 
handled with the utmost promptness. 
But less than 17 per cent got sufficient 
start to cause any considerable dam¬ 
age, and 876 of them were caught and 
put out before they had burned a 
space twenty rods square. The total 
area burned over amounts to 46,000 
acres, of which 34,000 acres are tim¬ 
ber land. The direct damage to tim¬ 
ber and improvements is estimated at 
$76,000. 

As usual, a large proportion of the 
fires were caused by campers. The 
rangers were forced to make numer¬ 
ous arrests for violation of forest laws, 
chiefly the law that requires camp¬ 
fires to be extinguished before leaving 
camp. A few offenders were given 
jail sentences, but as a rule the mini¬ 
mum fine of $50 was imposed.—From 
the Forest Service, United States De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, San Fran-' 
cisco Office. 


Peacock Superstitions. 

According to Mohammedal tradition, 
the peacock opened the wicket of par¬ 
adise to admit the prince of darkness 
and received a share of his punish¬ 
ment. The feathers, gorgeous in their 
hellish dye, deflect the glamour of the 
evil eye; hence the origin of the su¬ 
perstition that peacock’s feathers are 
unlucky, though the superstition is 
sometimes said to have its origin in 
the fable of Argus, whom Juno set to 
watch Io, one of her husband’s mis¬ 
tresses. Argus was beguiled by Mer¬ 
cury and lulled to sleep by his play¬ 
ing, thus allowing Io to escape. Juno, 
to punish Argus, placed his many 
eyes in the tail of her peacock, who 
thenceforth proudly displayed them. 
Thus a peacock’s feather became the 
symbol of watchful and vindictive 
jealousy. There was an old supersti¬ 
tion that peacocks ruffled their feath¬ 
ers at the sight of poison. 


Kick of a Mule. 

A wise man, in his own estimation, 
announces that a mule kicks because 
it doesn’t know any better. This will 
greatly surprise many students of con¬ 
temporaneous mule life. If ever 
there was an animal with low cunning 
expressed in its eye and its twitching 
nostril, that animal is the mule. Its 
ability to place a kick where it will 
give the greatest offense to its vic¬ 
tim is something marvelous.

GERMANS RAIN 
BOMBS ON PARIS 

Five Are Exploded, Killing 
Two 

A Taube aeroplane which flew over 
Paris gunday morning dropped five 
bombs. One struck the intersection of 
the Avenue Trocadero and the Rue 
Freycinet. Three landed in different 
streets in the Trocadero quarter and 
the fifth shell in the Bois du Bou¬ 
logne. 

The German aviator apparently 
flew at a height of about 10,000 feet 
and was invisible in the dense mist. 

The first bomb thrown, the one 
which landed in the Avenue Troca¬ 
dero, wrought deadly havoc. Wor¬ 
shipers were thronging out of the 
American Church and the Church of 
St. Pierre du Chaillot near by when 
the death-dealing missile swooped 
down among them with a fearful 
crash. An aged solicitor and his 
young granddaughter, walking hand 
in hand along the avenue, were struck 
down by fragments of the exploding 
bomb. 

The aged man was decapitated and 
his body was terribly riddled, while 
the little girl lay beside his body with 
both her legs practically severed 
above the knees.

ENGLANDSAYSCOPPER 
IS CONTRABAND 

Understanding Between U. S. 
and Great Britain Expected 

Conferences now progressing in 
Washington and London are expected 
to result in a few days in a complete 
understanding between the Govern¬ 
ments of the United States and Great 
Britain as to the conditions under 
which American products may be ship¬ 
ped to neutral European countries and 
the products of those countries as well 
as of belligerent countries transported 
to the United States without interfer¬ 
ence from British or French cruisers. 

There are many phases of this sub¬ 
ject requiring separate examination 
and treatment, and the State Depart¬ 
ment regards each one disposed of as 
a step toward a final and comprehen¬ 
sive understanding that will prevent 
any friction during the continuance 
of the European war. 

That Germany and Austria have not 
so far been taken into the consulta¬ 
tion is owing to the fact that so far 
no issue has risen from the attempt 
of any of their cruisers to detain 
American vessels or cargoes. 

The department made public a ca¬ 
blegram from Ambassador Page con¬ 
taining a list of articles which the 
British Government had decided to add 
to “the conditional contraband” 
schedule. This included copper, which 
might be used for military purposes. 

Officials draw a distinct difference 
between conditional contraband and 
foodstuffs and other non-military sup¬ 
plies. As to the latter, it was agreed 
by the British Government that no in¬ 
terference would be offered by British 
cruisers to the shipment of such food 
supplies to Holland or any other neu¬ 
tral country.

Russian Army 
Curious Enigma 
to Expert Mind 

Slav Mind Believed Too Slow in In¬ 
terpreting Platas Into Action. 


The question of the military 
strength of Russia is being debated in 
many circles in Europe just now. The 
following articles, which appeared in 
the Manchester Guardian, is by a mili¬ 
tary correspondent, who is also a well 
known war correspondent and has 
personal knowledge of the Russian 
army: 

“All eyes in Europe are turned to¬ 
ward the army of the Czar. It is the 
most gigantic military machine in the 
world, and no one really does know 
its fighting value. On its peace 
strength it disposes of a million of men 
between the German and Austrian 
frontiers in Europe and the seaboard 
of Vladivostok in Manchuria. If mo- 
bolized in its entirety it would quad¬ 
ruple the astounding numbers of its 
peace strength. 

“We are not, however, concerned 
with this vast military machine in its 
entirely. The European corps of Rus¬ 
sia from the point of numbers are con¬ 
siderable enough to give pause to both 
Germany and Austria if their efficiency 
is equal to their ponderous numbers. 

“Russia military efficiency has al¬ 
ways presented an enigma to the stu¬ 
dents of contemporary military his¬ 
tory. By all the laws of production 
the Russian army in Europe should be 
as formidable as any trained force in 
the yorld. It has the crowning advan¬ 
tage of experience in modern war. It 
is accepted by military students that 
after a protracted campaign which has 
not been decided by exhaustion the 
beaten army emerges from the strug¬ 
gle with a knowledge and experience 
that is almost superior to that of its 
successful enemy. 

“The question is: Was the Slavonic 
temperment of such a qualty that it 
would profit by the lessons learned so 
bttterly in the Far East? This is one 
of the questions to which the stu¬ 
dents have never yet been able to 
give a confident answer. Again, is the 
army, recruited as it is from nearly 
a dozen races, many of which are se¬ 
cretly hostile to the central govern¬ 
ment, the trustworthy instrument ? 
Again the students are a fault. 

“The historical record of the Rus¬ 
sian army does not give one great 
hope that the Muscovite, with all his 
numbers, will ever be able successfully 
to initiate a campaign against an en¬ 
emy with whom overwhelming num¬ 
bers are not the chief essential suc¬ 
cesses. Russia may mobilize her arm¬ 
ies in their millions, but has she the 
staff accommodation to manipulate 
them? Judging by the story of her fail¬ 
ure against the Japanese in Manchur¬ 
ia one would si*v that the Russian offi¬ 
cer of to-day is little better han he 
was a generation ago. 

“The Slav mind, quick though it may 
be to make plans and estimates, is 
slow in interpreting them into action 
and movement. This seems to be 
•a congenial fault and it discounts 
much of the experience which the rude 
shocks of Liau-Yang, the Shaho and 
Mukden brought to an army which at 
that time military students believed 
to be capable of all requirements. 

“The main asset of the Russian 


way of artilerry, calvary and engi¬ 
neering department.

“Nothing will make the writer be¬ 
lieve that the Russian officers, taken 
en masse, are good. Those who have 
graduated through the war schools are 
often brilliant theorists, but little 
more. Those that have not graduated 
graduated—and this is the huge ma¬ 
jority—have, it is true, a little more 
education than the men they command, 
but about the same limit of imagina¬ 
tion. It is a case of the blind leading 
the blind. 

“The writer’s opinion is that the 
general staff in St. Petersburg knows 
within its inner conscience the truth 
of these assertions, and it is upon this 
thesis that he doubts the sincerity of 
the pro-Slav utterances in the Russian 
capital.” 


ENGINEERING FEATS. 


Engineering is filled with so many 
tricks to meet emergencies that most 
of them pass unnoticed, but two have 
recently attracted the attention of en¬ 
gineers because of their real oddity. 

One was a scheme for stopping a 
blazing leak in a big high pressure 
gas main in San Francisco. Some un¬ 
known men who wanted to make trou¬ 
ble set off a chemical preparation on 
the gas main, with the result that in 
a few seconds a hole had been melted 
in the main, the gas poured out and a 
great flame shot twenty-five feet in 
the air. It was then after midnight, 
and it was very inadvisable to shut 
the big main off, so it was decided to 
make an attempt to stop the leak 
without shutting off the gas 

An oil well trick was used. An iron 
pipe six inches in diameter and twen¬ 
ty feet long was stood on end beside 
the gas main and then by careful man¬ 
ipulation placed directly over the leak. 
This sent the leaking gas shooting 
through the pipe and flaming out at 
the top twenty feet in the air. Some 
gas leaked at the bottom of the pipe, 
but this was easily stopped, so the 
only flame was at the top of the pipe. 

Ropes had been attached to the 
pipe, and finally at a given signal the 
ropes were yanked and the pipe was 
thrown many feet away from the gas 
main The pipe carried he flame with 
it. The leaking gas then shot direct¬ 
ly into the air from the main, but as 
there was no flame near it did not 
burn. It was then a comparatively 
simple task to plug the hole until per¬ 
manent repairs could be made. 

The other scheme was to get to the 
top of a high chimney without using 
scaffolding or other expensive meth¬ 
ods. The chimney rose two hundred 
feet beside a Missouri power plant, 
and it was proposed to attach a sign 
running up and down its side. A 
little parachute with a stout cord 
attached was pushed into the chim¬ 
ney at the bottom, the flue gases car¬ 
ried it to the top and then out into 
the air. It fell on one side dragging 
the cord after it. Then by means of 
the cord a rope was passed up the out¬ 
side of the chimney and down the in¬ 
side and the chimney top was accessi¬ 
ble.—Saturday Evening Post.

“These distinctions, however, do not 
add to the simplicity of the labors of 
the general staff, nor do they make 
for the efficiency of the railways ser¬ 
vices, which could hope for in opera¬ 
tions against her German enemies. 

"In material the Russians are well 
equipped. Though material of w&.r 
goes a long way, yet it is not the last 
weight in the balance of success or 
failure in war. In Manchuria the Rus¬ 
sians had the better material in the

IMPORTANCE OF ROAD 

MAINTENANCE AND REPAIR 


There is no phase of the road prob¬ 
lem more important than that of main¬ 
tenance. The general impression that 
there are certain types of roads that 
are permanent is erroneous. No per¬ 
manent road has ever been construct¬ 
ed, or ever will be, according to the 
road specialists of the department. The 
only things about a road that may be 
considered permanent are the grading, 
culverts, and bridges. Roads con¬ 
structed by the most skillful highway 
engineers will soon be destroyed by 
the traffic, frost, .rain, and wind, un¬ 
less they are properly maintained. 
But the life of these roads may be 
prolonged by systematic maintenance 
A poor road will not only be improved 
by proper maintenance, but may be¬ 
come better in time than a good road 
without it. 

The first and last commandment in 
earth road maintenance is to keep the 
surface well drained. To insure good 
drainage the ditches should be kept 
open, all obstructions removed, and a 
smooth crown maintained. Except for 
very stony soil the road machine or 
scraper may be used very effectively 
for this work. The machine should 
be used once or twice a year, and the 
work should be done when the soil 
is damp, so that it will pack and bake 
into a hard crust. Wide and shallow j 
side ditches should be maintained with 
sufficient fall and capacity to dispose 
of surface water. These ditches can 
in most places be constructed and re- 
I paired with a road machine. 

All vegetable matter, such as sods 
and weeds, should be kept out of the 
road, as they make a spongy surface, 
which retains moisture. Clods are al¬ 
so objectionable, for they soon turn 
to dust or mud, and for that reason 
roads should never be worked when 
dry or hard. Bowlders or loose stones 
are equally objectionable if a smooth 
surface is to be secured. 

A split-log drag or some similar de¬ 
vice is very useful in maintaining the 
surface after suitable ditches and 
cross section have once been secured. 
This drag can also be used to advan¬ 
tage on a gravel road sa well as on 
earth road. The principle involved in 
dragging is that clays and most heavy 
soils will puddle when wet and set 
very hard when dry. The little at¬ 
tention that the earth roads needs 
must be given promptly and at the 
proper time if the best results are to 
be obtained. 

In dragging roads only a small 
amount of earth is moved, just enough 
to fill the ruts and depressions with a 
thin layer of plastic clay or earth 
which packs very hard so that the 
next rain instead of finding ruts, de¬ 
pressions, and clods in which to col¬ 
lect runs off, leaving the surface but 
little affected. 

The drag should be light and should 
be drawn over the road at an angle of 
about 45 degrees. The driver should 
ride on thed rag and should not drive 
faster than a walk. One round trip, 
each trip straddling a wheel track, 
is usually sufficient to fill the ruts and | 
smooth the surface. If necessary, the j 
road should be dragged after every 
bad spell of weather, when the soil is 
in proper condition to puddle well and 
still not adhere to the drag. If the j 
road is very bad, it may be dragged 
when very wet and again when it be- j 
gins to dry out. A few trips over the 
road will give the operator an idea as j 
to the best time to drag. Drag at all 
seasons, but do not drag a dry road. 

The slope or crown of an earth road 
should be about 1 inch to the foot. If 
the crown becomes too high, it may 
be reduced by dragging toward the 
ditch instead of from it. If the drag 
cuts too much, shorten the hitch and 
change your position on the drag. If 
it is necessary to protest the face of 
the drag with a strip of iron, it should 
be placed flush with the edge of the 
drag and not projecting. A cutting 
edge should be avoided, as the main 


object in dragging is to smear the 
damp soil into position.—U. S. Dept!

It was moved 
and carried that a prize of $5 be of¬ 
fered for the best name for the organi¬ 
zation. The meeting nights are to be 
second and fourth Mondays of each 
month.

ENGLISH CRUISERS 
AID THEJAPANESE 

Mikado’s Troops Hold Heights 
Overlooking Foes 

A cablegram received in New York 
contains corroboration of press dis¬ 
patches to the effect that the Japanese 
besieging army began an attack on 
the German advance position outside 
of Tsing Tau, the seat of government 
of the German concession of Kiao- 
Chow. 

The cablegram sasys that “braving 
formidable cannonading from the 
fortess and warships, the Japanese 
army succeedd in driving out the en¬ 
emy from his position and occupying 
at noon of the same day the heights 
that command the German main de¬ 
fense lines. During the fighting the 
cruiser Elizabeth and other warships 
in Kiao-Chow bay cannonaded vigor¬ 
ously the flank and rear of the Ger¬ 
man army.” 

Thereupon the Japanese fleet, as 
annonuced in previous messages, aided 
the army by bombarding Fort Tltis. 
according to the cablegram, which 
gives the additional information that 
an English regiment, under command 
of Major General Barnadiston, took 
part in the general attack, holding a 
position in the Japanese center. 

The cablegram declares also that 
while German warships were shelling 
the right wing of the Japanese army 
Japanese aeroplanes made a counter 
attack and dropped bombs on the Ger¬ 
man warships. 

The Japanese loss was 150 men 
The German loss is not known, but 
fifty men and four machine guns were 
captured. 

The work of mine sweeping con¬ 
tinues successfully, the dispatches say, 
despite the fire of the defenders on 
shore. One Japanese boat was hit 
and two were wounded. 

Hydro aeroplanes have been invalu¬ 
able in reconnoitering and one Is be 
lieved to have demolished a portion 
of the defense works with a bomb. 


TO EXCHANGE PRISONERS OF WAR 


The British and German Govern¬ 
ments have begun exchanging lists of 
prisoners of war. This is being done 
through Walter H. Page, the Ameri¬ 
can Ambassador in London, and is 
preparatory to arranging an actual 
exchange of prisoners. The first lists 
which passed through the American 
embassy were not very extended, but 
additional lists are expected shortly. 
Up to the present time these ex¬ 
changes have been arranged only for 
women and children and men over 55 
years or less than 18 years old, or 
those physically disabled. The War 
Office promises a speedy publication 
of the lists of English prisoners in 
Germany 


BOTH ARMIES 
ABOUTEXHAUSTED 

Fighting Has Been Almost 
Unceasing 

With both great armies practically 
exhausted, military experts agree that 
the advantage ultimately will rest with 
that army that is able at the crucial 
mometn to throw into the balance 
great bodies of fresh troops. 

These, the allies now have in great 
abundance. Aside from the first line 
troops which have been withdrawn for 
recuperative purposes while the re¬ 
serves held their places along the cen¬ 
ter, there are now at the front 70,000 
Indian troops, landed at Marseilles sev¬ 
eral days ago and whose presence it is 
only now permissible to reveal. 

The lines of the armies have been 
growing even longer in the last ten 
days in a mutual endeavor to overlap 
each other. 

The wings have been heavily rein¬ 
forced, but the allies have been able 
to bring greater power to bear and not 
only have prevented the Germans from 
breaking through, but have gained 
ground steadily and now have the ad¬ 
vantage. 

German prisoners who have been 
taken on the western end of the line 
in large numbers show that the rein¬ 
forcements which have arrived recent¬ 
ly consist largely of men who are near¬ 
ing middle age. Some of them are 
fathers of families who have been 
away from active army service ten 
or fifteen years. This seems to indi¬ 
cate that many corps have been with¬ 
drawn to meet the Russian advances. 

The German practice of maintaining 
an incessant offensive appears, accord¬ 
ing to military men, to be having the 
result of wearing out their human ma¬ 
terial. Some of their corps have been 
almost wiped out. 

The fighting, if the begining of the 
battle of the Marne is taken as the 
commencement, has been unceasing— 
something previously unknown in mil¬ 
itary history—and before this fight 
started many German regiments had 
fought all the way down from Liege, 
Belgium. There are signs that exhaus¬ 
tion is setting in among the invaders, 
owing to the hard fighting and the se¬ 
vere weather conditions. 

Meanwhile the allies are being given 
intervals of rest in the trenches be¬ 
tween the periods of intense exertion, 
as fresh relays can be brought to the 
front at any time. 

The battle of the Aisne is already 
claimed as a decisive French victory 
in official circles, even though the 
French War Office refrains from an¬ 
nouncing it as such because it does not 
wish to be placed in the position of 
making premature claims. 


CONDENSED WAR NEWS 


BERLIN—The total German casual¬ 
ties in dead, wounded and missing as 
officially reported to date are 104,589. 

LONDON—A dispatch to the 
"Times” from Geneva says that the 
"Suisse” states that Emperor William 
is ill with inflammation of the lungs as 
a result of having fallen into a trench 
filled with water. 

ROTTERDAM.—The Belgians were 
driven out of Moll, a town about twen¬ 
ty-eight miles northeast of Louvain, 
on Sunday, and the place is now oc¬ 
cupied by the Germans, according to a 
dispatch to the ‘‘Rotterdamsche Cour- 
ant.” 

LONDON—Eighteen steamers of an 
aggregate tonnage of 29,581 have been 
sunk by German warships during Sep¬ 
tember, according to a board of trade 
report, while nine steamers were de¬ 
stroyed by mines in the North Sea in 
the* same period, 75 lives being lost. 

GHENT.—What is in some of its as¬ 
pects the most remarkable incident in 
the whole course of the Belgian cam* 
paign up to the present took place by 
order of the Belgian military author- j 
ities. Alost, a town of 33,200 inhab¬ 
itants, has been evacuated by the en¬ 
tire civilian population. Not a Bel¬ 
gian remained in the place by 3 p. m. 
Tuesday. 

GRIMSBY (England) — Beginning 
next Thursday, according to orders 
by the British naval authorities, no 
neutral trawlers will be allowed to! 
fish on the east coast of England, but 
they may continue their operations on! 
the west coast. This order will affect 
a large number of Dutch and Danish 
trawlers now using Grimsby as a fish¬ 
ing base. 

WASHINGTON—The following dis¬ 
patch from the Belgian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs was made public at the 
Belgian legation here: "Forts south 
and southeast of Antwerp have been 
violently bombarded since the 27th by 
heaviest artillery, which persists ener- 
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getically. Attacks take place against 
forts Waelham, Wavre, St. Catherine 
and Lierre. On the southwest attack 
of German troops against Willebroeck 
repulsed.” 

LONDON—A practical prohibition of 
cable service on war news has been 
decided upon by the British Govern¬ 
ment. No reports are to be allowed 
to go out on the movement of troops. 
No correspondents are to be allowed 
within 25 miles of the front. No re¬ 
ports of fighting will be allowed until 
five days after the action has taken 
place and none of the changes or posi¬ 
tions of troops until after seven days 
have elapsed. 

AMSTERDAM—A dispatch to the 
"Handelsblad” from Maestrict says 
that the Germans in the Belgian prov¬ 
ince of Liege have issued a proclama¬ 
tion directing that no Belgian between 
the ages of 20 and 45 years, who are 
liable for military service, shall 
cross into Holland. The correspondent 
states that the Germans are arresting 
and sending into Germany all the Bel¬ 
gians in this category whom they can 
find. Many, however, have eluded 
capture and have arrived at Maestrict. 

NEW YORK—The Federal Council 
of Churches has made public a commu¬ 
nication received from twenty-nine 
leading Protestant churchmen of Ger¬ 
many repudiating in behalf of German 
Christianity and the German Govern¬ 
ment responsibility for the European 
war and fixing upon "those who have 
long secretly and cunningly been spin¬ 
ning a web of conspiracy against Ger¬ 
many which now they have flung over 
us in order to strangle us therein.” 
The communication is addressed "To 
the Evangelical churches abroad.” 

ROME—Signor Nonti-Guarnieri, dep¬ 
uty from Pesaro, has called upon the 
ministry of war for an explanation of 
the delay in the manufacture of can¬ 
non ordered from Italian firms. Par¬ 
liament not being in %ession, the in- | 
terrogation, in the absence of an of- j 
ficial reply, may cause some uneasi¬ 
ness. It is semi-officially stated that | 
the question concerns an order for 
eighty-seven field batteries made prior 
to the outbreak of the war which was 
either suspended, if partially execut¬ 
ed, or canceled by order of the court. 

PARIS—William Bardel, American 
consul at Rheims, his wife, his daugh¬ 
ter and his son, are the only Ameri¬ 
cans left in the French city. They 
have spent most of the time during the 
last two weeks in a wine cellar 100 
feet underground, the opening to 
which is within half a block of their 
dwelling. Bardel’s house is in the 
quarter of the city which has been 
almost destroyed by shells and fire. I 
Oddly enough, while every residence | 
for blocks in all directions has been 
struck during the bombardment, the 
Bardel residence, upon which the 
American flag flies, has escaped being 
hit. 


CANADA TIRES OF 
WAITING ON U. S. 


Owing to the failure of the United 
States to approve regulations govern¬ 
ing the taking of food fish in bound¬ 
ary waters, the Canadian Government 
is about to serve notice that it re¬ 
sumes its liberty of action, it was 
learned at Ottawa, Ont. A treaty be¬ 
tween the two countries was signed 
six years ago for the appointment of 
a joint commission to frame fishing 
regulations. Dr. David Starr Jordan, 
representing the United States, and 
Professor Prince, representing Can¬ 
ada, agreed upon a set of regulations. 
Canada approved of them, but the 


United States’ failed to do so, owing 
chiefly, it was said, to objections from 
lake fishermen. Canadian Govern¬ 
ment officials apparently saw no pros¬ 
pect of the United States putting the 
regulations into effect, so proposes "to 
make such amendments to the exist¬ 
ing fishing regulations for the Cana¬ 
dian portion of the boundary waters as 
may be deemed best.” 


Miss Mabel Boardman, executive 
chairman of the Red Cross, urged all 
Americans to send their contributions 
to European war victims through the 
American Red Cross. Miss Boardman 
termed it unfortunate that so many 
temporary committees have sprung 
into existence for war relief purposes. 
She cited that every country involved 
in the war except Japan had war re¬ 
lief committees in the United States.
